Delta,  a  sophomore  speech  and  hearing 
therapy  major  from  Beaver  Falls,  Pa., 
captured  the  hearts  of  Ohio  University 
men  and  was  crowned  Homecoming 
Queen.  Her  attendants  were  Kappa  Del- 
ta's Chris  Round,  of  Northfield,  O.,  and 
Pi  Beta  Phi's  Penny  Blackford  of  Mar- 
tins Feri-y,  O.  Delta  Tau  Delta  and 
Alpha  Delta  Pi  captured  first  place 
trophies  in  the  parade,  and  Phi  Delta 
Theta  receixed  top  honors  for  its  house 
decoration.  Music  for  the  Homecoming  dance  was  provided 
by  Kai  Winding  and  the  Kirby  Stone  four. 

PRIOR  TO  THE  events  of  Homecoming,  the  Ohio 
Univeisity  Board  of  Tnistees  announced  the  approval  of  a 
fine  arts  doctoral  program.  The  program  combines  several 
areas  of  the  arts  into  a  broad  Ph.D.  curriculum  and  puts 
major  stress  on  history  and  criticism  of  the  arts.  Chairman 
of  the  program  is  Dr.  Anthony  G.  Trisolini,  associate  pro- 
fessor of  dramatic  art  and  speech.  Screening  of  candidates 
will  begin  immediately,  and  the  program  \vill  be  in  full 
operation  next  fall. 

THE  NE\VEST  academic  building  on  campus,  the 
Space  Arts  Building,  was  formally  dedicated  No\ember  8 
and  9.  The  building,  one  of  the  most  unique  and  perhaps 
the  largest  arts  building  in  the  United  States,  houses  the 
Schools  of  Painting  and  Allied  Arts  and  Architecture. 
Douglas  Haskell,  editor  of  Architecture  Forum,  and  W. 
McNeil  Lowry,  program  director  of  the  Ford  Foundation, 
were  guest  speakers  at  the  dedication  ceremonies.  A  photo- 
graphic exhibition  of  the  work  of  architect  Louis  Sullivan 
complemented  an  arts  exhibit  shown  under  the  auspices  of 
the  American  Federation  of  Arts. 

ROBERT  C.  WEAVER,  administrator  of  the  Housing 
and  Home  Finance  Agency  in  Washington,  also  took  part 
in  the  Space  Arts  Building  dedication,  but  his  official  visit 
to  the  campus  was  as  the  speaker  for  the  1962  Hennan  G. 
James  Lecture  on  Municipal  Government.  The  James  Lec- 
tiu-es  were  established  in  1960  by  Mrs.  George  E.  Frazer, 
sister  of  the  late  Dr.  James.  Dr.  James  served  as  president 
of  Ohio  University  from  1935  to  1943. 


TWO  WELL-KXOWX  men  in  the  field  of  business 
administration,  Robert  N.  Anthony,  professor  of  accoimting 
at  Howard  University's  Graduate  School  of  Business  Ad- 
ministration, and  Robert  J.  Lampman,  staff  member  of  the 
President's  Council  of  Economic  Ad\isors,  addressed  mem- 
bers of  the  College  of  Business  Administration  faculty  at  a 
symposium  on  research  held  at  Lake  Hope  Lodge.  Discus- 
sion centered  on  topics  for  research  in  business  and  econom- 
ics, as  well  as  the  philosophy  of  research,  guides  to  high 
quality  research  and  new  methods  of  research. 

STUDENT  EXROLLMENT  was  officially  announced 
at  9419  by  Robert  Mahn,  university  registrar.  Added  to  the 
nearly  4000  branch  students,  the  total  places  Ohio  Univer- 
sity third,  behind  Ohio  State  and  Kent  State,  in  state  school 
student  population.  The  on-campus  total  far  surpasses  the 
1961  enrollment  of  8860. 

MEMBERS  OF  the  "G.E.  College  Bowl"  team  are 
busy  preparing  for  their  December  16  appearance  on  the 
nationwide  television  over  the  CBS  Network.  The  Ohio 
team  was  originally  scheduled  to  appear  in  June,  but  the 
program  was  postponed  due  to  a  special  news  telecast  of 
the  John  Glenn  space  flight.  Tickets  to  the  program,  which 
originates  in  New    York  City,  will  be  available  to  aluumi.

Education   and   the   Photographer 


There  is  more  to  being  a  photographer  than 
clicking  the  shutter  release  of  a  news  camera 
or  mixing  chemicals  for  processing  In  a  darkroom. 


'T~*HERE  WAS  A  TIME  when  the  news  photographer  was 
-*-  a  roustabout  who  could  stick  his  nose  and  his  camera 
into  any  place  necessary,  and  get  the  picture.  All  other 
photographers,  it  seemed,  were  graduates  of  the  darkroom, 
who  knew  about  developers,  hypo,  flash  powder,  and  how 
to  carry  heavy  equipment  around. 

In  truth,  the  skilled  photographers  of  every  decade 
have  been  considerably  more — and  most  of  today's  top 
photographers  are  elaborately  educated  men  and  women. 
The  complete  truth  is  that  not  all  of  this  education  was 
obtained  in  the  schoolroom.  Artists,  teachers,  travelers,  and 
most  of  all,  people-liking  people,  have  become  the  great 
photographers  of  our  time. 

"A  photographer  who  is  only  a  photographer  is  not 
even  a  photographer,"  was  the  way  I  commented  on  the 
need  for  education  of  photographers  fifteen  years  ago  in  a 
book  entitled  "Photography  Is  a  Language."  I  see  no  need 
to  change  that. 


ABOUT  THE  AUTHOR 

Since  his  graduation  from  Ohio  University  in 
1936,  John  R.  Whiting  has  risen  from  editor  of  two 
small  New  York  country  newspapers  to  his  present 
position,  executive  vice-president  of  Popular  Science 
Publishing  Company.  His  articles  and  photographs 
have  appeared  in  Harpers,  Saturday  Evening  Post.

As  a  portrait  photographer,  advertising  illustrator,  in- 
dustrial cameraman,  photojournalist,  social  documenter — or 
as  any  other  kind  of  communicator — a  photographer  can 
today  achieve  as  high  a  professional  rank  as  his  own  pro- 
fessional training,  background,  and  attitude  warrant. 

Photo-journalism  is  now  a  part  of  the  journalism  train- 
ing in  more  than  twenty  colleges  and  universities.  Kappa 
Alpha  Mu  is  the  professional  fraternity  of  the  photo-journal- 
ists (Ohio  University  has  a  chapter).  Technical  photography 
is  taught  in  courses  in  hundreds  of  institutions.  Some  of  the 
technical  sides  to  photography — optics,  lens  design,  ad- 
vanced chemical  processing,  for  example — are  graduate 
studies. 

How  much  of  all  this  education  is  "education  for  pho- 
tographers" ? 

In  the  sense  that  I  use  this  word  "photographers"  I 
here  use  it  in  its  broader  sense:  communicators.  It  is  an- 
other way  of  saying  "writer,"  or  "artist"  or  "commentator". 
(Quite  separately  I  grant  the  need  for  lab  technicians, 
photo-processors,  and  the  many  other  levels  of  "photog- 
raphers." Yet  oddly  enough,  most  of  the  workers  who  move 
the  heavy  stuff  around  in  a  commercial  studio  are  appren- 
tices— people  on  their  way  up.) 

For  photography  today  has  become  one  of  the  important 
tools  of  communication.  In  textbooks,  magazines,  motion 
pictures,  newspapers,  television — the  photographer-writer- 
director  team  is  a  major  communicator.  In  many  cases  one 
person  is  all  three  members  of  the  team.  In  other  cases,  the 
roles  are  interchangable.  This  is  important.  The  photog- 
rapher who  also  writes  is  important.  The  writer  who  i:ses 
a  camera,  if  only  to  take  notes,  is  more  and  more  common. 

What   kind   of  education   does   a  photographer   need? 

At  this  point  I  may  surprise  and  shock  some  people. 
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a     photographer." 


Any  intelligent  person,  who  can  read  and  understand 
a  high  school  science  book  and  plain  inechanical  instructions 
can  learn  the  elements  of  communicative  photography — to 
a  professional  standard  of  finished  work — in  half  a  year. 

Where  does  this  leave  education  for  a  photographer? 

First — he  will  need  to  know  history,  the  places  of  the 
world,  the  main  Big  Ideas  that  are  being  talked  about  in 
business,  science,  politics,  art,  society.  Any  journalist,  any 
worker  in  communications,  needs  this  background,  and  it 
only  takes  about  the  equivalent  of  a  liberal  arts  college 
Photo  by  Bob  Goodman,  "55  course  to  get  the  beginnings  of  it.  (An  adult  course  in  The 
Great  Books,  a  habit  of  reading  newspapers  and  magazines, 
a  wide  acquaintance  with  people,  occupations,  and  recrea- 
tional interests  like  baseball,  stamp  collecting,  mountain 
climbing,  and  night-clubbing  have  to  be  added  later.) 

.Second,  he  will  need  to  know  how  to  use  the  main 
method  of  communicating  that  the  world  has  evolved:  writ- 
ing his  mother  tongue.  Just  as  any  engineer,  business  man, 
or  other  administrator  is  handicapped  without  a  high  degree 
(if  proficiency  in  using  English,  a  photographer  needs  it 
too.  Since  most  liberal  arts  courses,  I  understand,  are  not 
guaranteed  to  give  much  real  knowledge  of  English,  we 
had  better  add  two  more  years. 

Second,  as  I  said  was  English.  Yet  this  was  only  the 
techniques  of  using  English.  So  English  literature,  some 
world  literature,  and  a  look  into  the  relationships  of  foreign 
languages  to  English  should  be  added  (if  there  isn't  such  a 
course  in  most  places,  there  ought  to  be). 

It  depends  on  the  man  how  much  else  he  wants  to 
have  in  his  mind  and  his  library,  as  an  educated  man.  Eliot 
Elisofon,  of  Life  magazine,  could  qualify  as  a  professional 
anthropologist.  Fritz  Goro  is  a  fomier  art  director — and 
knows  so  many  scientists  and  so  much  science  that  he  could 
out-teach  many  science  teachers.  Eric  Schaal  has  spent  as 
much  time  in  museums  and  collections  of  art  as  many  cura- 
tors and  art  experts.  Other  photographers  know  architecture, 
industrial   engineering,   sports,   aviation. 

Most  of  this  evaluation,  I  believe,  would  apply  for  some- 
one who  planned  to  do  studio  photography — for  industry, 
for  advertising,  or  in  portraiture.  To  the  degree  that  a  per- 
son's larger  knowledge  becomes  a  part  of  his  working  tech- 
niques, a  man  can  rise  in  the  hierarchy  of  his  profession. 
The  seemingly  vital  technics — writing  a  prescription,  se\N'ing 
up  a  gash  in  the  abdomen,  or  keeping  time  while  playing 
the  bassoon — are  only  minor  details  in  the  real  profession. 
This  is  just  as  true  of  photography  as  it  is  of  medicine, 
music,  the  law.  or  teachina;. 


"POR  FIVE  WEEKS  in  the  latter  part  of  1961  Paul 
-*-  Fusco,  staff  photographer  for  LOOK  magazine,  traveled 
along  the  fringes  of  the  free  world,  following  a  twisting  line 
6000  miles  long.  His  assignment:  the  Berlin  Wall.  Working 
perilously  close  to  the  concrete  and  barbed  wire  barricade, 
Fusco  is  said  to  have  taunted  the  Vopos  (East  German 
border  guards)  while  trying  for  an  action  photograph.  The 
stor>',  entitled  "The  Fence,"  appeared  in  the  Jamiar)'  30, 
1962  issue  of  LOOK. 

Paul  Fusco  was  graduated  from  Ohio  Uni\ersity  with 
a  BFA  degree  in  photography  in  1957.  Prior  to  graduation 
he  worked  for  three  weeks  in  the  summer  of  1956  as  an 
assistant  at  LOOK,  and  returned  to  the  magazine  immediate- 
ly after  graduation.  He  became  a  photographer's  assistant  that 


New  York  City.  Karales  was  photographing  Dr.  Irving  S. 
Cooper  as  he  performed  five  dramatic  new  operations  for 
patients  afflicted  with  Parkinson's  disease.  The  operation  is 
called  cryosurgery  (surgery  by  freezing) .  The  story,  "New 
Attack  on  a  Dread  Disease,"  appeared  in  the  July  17,  1962 
issue  of  LOOK. 

"The  drama  of  tra\el  and  the  excitement  of  photog- 
raphy" is  the  way  Bob  Goodman  expresses  the  philosophy 
of  his  photography.  A  1955  photography  graduate,  Good- 
man has  been  a  member  of  the  NATIONAL  GEO- 
GRAPHIC staff  since  July,  1961.  Prior  to  joining  NA- 
TIONAL GEOGRAPHIC,  he  worked  as  a  freelance  pho- 
tographer as  a  staff  member  of  Black  Star  Publishing  Co. 
in   New   York.    His   work   carried   him   over   much   of   the

The  dedication  of  the  new  West  Green's 
first  dormitory  marks  another  step  forward 
in  the  continuing  expansion  of  the  University.

"pvEDlCATION  OF  GROSVENOR  HALL  October  21 
^^^  marked  the  beginning  of  a  long-range  building  project 
at  Ohio  University.  Grosvenor,  the  first  of  twelve  dormitories 
scheduled  to  be  built  on  the  new  West  Green,  was  dedicated 
by  President  Vernon  R.  Alden  at  ceremonies  held  in  the 
clormitory  cafeteria. 

The  new  dormitory,  named  for  General  Charles  H. 
(Jrosvenor,  state  representative  from  Athens  County  and 
long  a  friend  of  the  University,  houses  253  men  students. 
Costing  $1/2  million,  Grosvenor  is  one  of  two  dormitories 
on  the  Green  designed  with  a  cafeteria.  The  cafeteria,  which 
has  a  capacity  of  1650,  has  the  newest  facilities.  Two  con- 
\eyor  systems  are  used  to  carr)-  the  trays  to  the  dishroom, 
one  of  them  traveling  under  the  floor  the  full  length  of  the 
cafeteria.  Special  refrigerated  carts  can  be  wheeled  directly 
from  the  cooking  area  into  freezers  which  open  onto  the 
serving   line. 

Following  the  same  black,  red,  and  white  color  scheme 
of  the  cafeteria,  the  snack  bar  of  Grosvenor  has  a  huge  mural 
on  one  wall  done  in  these  colors.  The  tables,  made  of  colored 
formica,  have  both  game  and  checkerboard  tops.  The 
piano  has  been  converted  into  a  piano  bar,  v\ith  six  bar 
stools  surrounding  it. 

According  to  Mrs.  Margaret  Davis,  director  of  Resi- 
dence Services,  the  main  lounge  is  "traditional  with  a  little 
Spanish  flavor."  Decorated  in  shades  of  green,  gold,  and 
Spanish  red,  the  room  is  not  "too  formal."  All  materials 
used  in  this  room  have  been  tested  for  durability.  Chairs  with 
brass  rollers  have  been  used,  so  that  they  may  be  moved  more 
easily. 

Mrs.  Davis  is  responsible  for  the  interior  decorating  of 
all  the  donnitories  on  the  West  Green.  She  is  being  assisted 
by  Miss  Allyne  Bane,  associate  professor  of  Home  Economics. 

Built  in  the  same  Georgian  style  as  the  East  Green, 
Grosvenor  Hall  has  an  underground  garage  which  will  hold 
68  cars.  Because  of  the  danger  of  floods,  the  first  floor  of 
the  dormitoiy  has  been  built  six  feet  above  the  highest  flood 
level. 

Present  plans  for  the  West  Green  are  to  have  three 
other  dormitories  completed  by  the  summer  of  1963.  One 
of  these  dormitories.  Parks  Hall,  has  two  wings  furnished, 
with  112  students  presently  living  there.  Expected  comple- 
tion date  is  late  this  month.  It  will  ha\e  parking  facilities 
for   20   cars. 

According  to  Paul  R.  O'Brien,  vice  president  for  finan- 
cial affairs,  approximately  half  of  the  dormitories  are  ex- 
pected to  be  completed  within  two  years.  There  will  be 
both  men's  and  women's  dormitories  on  the  new  West  Green. 

Architects  for  the  West  Green  are  Potter,  Tyler,  Martin, 
and  Roth  of  Cincinnati.

Meaning 

of 

Physical 

Education 
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''PECHNOLOGICAL  PROGRESS  in  the  United  States 
has  brought  our  citizens  to  the  point  where  it  is  possible 
to  lead  an  almost  sedentar)'  existence.  Great  numbers  of 
American  people  whose  ancestors  engaged  in  outdoor  life  or 
in  work  calling  for  muscular  effort  are  now  indoors  and 
working  day  after  day  without  adequate  physical  exercise. 
The  hazards  of  the  sedentaiy  life  run  through  the  home, 
school  and  vocations.  Physical  education  is  one  of  the  few 
deterrents  remaining  to  combat  our  sedentary  existence. 

It  must  be  appreciated  that  e\ery  human  experience  is 
a  magnificent  mixture.  Only  the  need  for  identification 
breaks  experience  into  categories,  such  as  spiritual,  mental,- 
.social,  moral,  intellectual  or  physical.  Although  common 
.sense  recognizes  that  one  factor  may  be  dominant,  it  is  never 
wholly  exclusive.  We  shall  keep  the  balance  if  we  remember 
that  the  physical  experience  is  physical  in  its  outward  mani- 
festations but  mental  and  emotional,  social  and  moral,  in  its 
relationships  and  meanings.  One  may  not  like  the  physical 
but  it  remains,  pennanent  and  abiding,  going  on  from 
generation  to  generation. 

The  movement  experience  itself  aids  with  the  identifica- 
tion of  self  in  a  way  that  cannot  be  duplicated.  It  is  a  form 
of  non-verbal  communication  reflecting  a  non-verbal  intelli- 
gence which  is  expressive,  creative  and  continuously  serving 
as  a  medium  of  learning. 

Why  do  intelligent  people  spend  many  hours  in  the  hot 
sun  batting  a  tennis  ball  back  and  forth  across  a  net?  Why 
do  we  walk  miles  on  tired  feet  in  pursuit  of  a  golf  ball  only 
lo  deliberately  hit  it  down  the  fairway  again?  Or  why  do 
we  go  down  in  a  sweat  box  called  a  handball  court  and 
deliberately  induce  fatigue  by  hitting  a  small  black  ball 
against  a  wall? 

On  the  face  of  it  these  seem  to  be  ridiculous  occupations 
lor  intelligent  adults.  But  we  seek  them  voluntarily  and  we 
know  that  they  are  for  us  some  of  the  most  meaningful  of  all 
human  endeavors.  Are  we  seeking  to  become  physically  fit? 
To  de\elop  our  ability  to  learn  by  doing?  To  improve  oiu' 
human  relationships?  Certainly  all  of  these  things  can  and 
do  result  from  these  movement  experiences — but,  even  more 
certainly  these  are  not  our  basic  motivations  in  those  expe- 
riences. We  do  these  things  for  one  reason  only.  We  do 
them  because  we  find  these  movement  experiences  mean- 
ingful in  their  own  right. 

We  play  tennis  for  the  same  reason  that  men  paint  pic- 
tures, sing,  play  musical  instruments,  devise  and  solve  alge- 
braic equations,  and  fly  aeroplanes.  We  play  tennis  because 
it  satisfies  our  human  need  to  use  our  human  abilities  to 
experience  ourselves  as  significant,  creative  and  therefore  per- 
sonalized beings  in  an  impersonal  world.  We  do  these  things 
to  intensify,  structure,  and  enhance  the  sensory  perceptions 
that  are  our  only  direct  source  of  infonnation  about  our- 
selves and  the  world  we  live  in ;  and  these  sensory  perceptions 
are  the  source  of  the  human  meanings  we  find  in  our  human 
lives. 

The  interaction  and  interdependanc\-  of  the  \arious 
components  of  the  human  being  are  better  appreciated  today 
than  ever  before.  Intellectual,  ejnotional,  social,  and  spiritual 


as  well  as  physical  factors  are  recognized  as  integrated  aspects 
of  personality.  However,  by  its  very  nature  physical  educa- 
tion's chief  contribution  to  the  education  of  the  individual 
is  in  the  area  of  the  physical. 

Research  has  indicated  that  the  active  jjerson,  that  is 
tlie  person  who  participates  daily  or  frequently  in  physical 
activity,  has  many  physiological  advantages  over  the  inactive 
person.  Physiologically  speaking  there  is  evidence  that  the 
body  of  the  active  individual  functions  more  efficiently  and 
has  a  more  efficient  oxygen  consumption,  a  slower  pulse  rate, 
larger  stroke  volume  per  heart  beat,  less  rise  in  blood  pres- 
sure, slower  rate  of  breathing,  lower  rate  of  lactic  acid  forma- 
tion, and  faster  return  to  normal  of  blood  pressure  and  heart 
rate  after  exercise.  Research  has  also  been  conducted  to 
measure  the  contribution  of  exercise  to  weight  control, 
cardiovascular  disease,  aging,  and  longevity. 

While  the  evidence  is  not  as  conclusive  as  in  the  area 
of  physiological  contributions,  there  is  considerable  research 
to  indicate  that  physical  education  does  contribute  psycho- 
logically toward  the  bettemient  of  man.  The  best  evidence 
on  mental  health  values  of  physical  education  and  recreation 
comes  from  the  psychiatrist  William  Menninger,  who  writes 
from  experience  in  the  clinic  and  on  research  associated  with 
patients  in  the  clinic.  He  says: 

"Mentally  healthy  people  participate  in  some  fonn  of 
voluntary  activity  to  supplement  their  required  daily  work. 
This  is  not  merely  because  they  wish  something  to  do  in  their 
leisure  time,  for  many  persons  with  little  leisure  make  time 
for  play.  Their  satisfaction  from  these  activities  meets  deep 
seated  psychological  demands,  quite  beyond  the  superficial 
rationalization  of  enjoyment." 

In  a  society  as  complex  as  ours  the  relationships  between 
individuals  become  of  great  importance.  Physical  education 
is  as  much  a  social  science  as  a  biological  one  because  its  out- 
comes are  measurable  in  terms  of  group  and  individual  be- 
haviors as  well  as  organic  enrichment.  We  socialize  our  stu- 
dents or  contribute  to  their  social  learnings  when  they  learn 
the  ways  of  the  group,  become  functioning  members  of  it, 
act  according  to  its  standards,  accept  its  ndes,  and  in  turn 
become  accepted  by  the  group.  But  eventually  all  of  educa- 
tion in  social  living  must  deal  with  the  individual.  Group 
action  is,  after  all,  merely  the  sum  of  actions  of  the  indivi- 
duals who  make  up  the  group. 

Many  of  you  reading  this  article  are  probably  asking 
yourselves,  yes,  but  what  does  all  of  this  have  lo  do  with  me. 
In  my  present  occupation  and  at  my  stage  of  life  physical 
fitness  and  physical  education  are  not  of  vital  importance 
to  me.  Granted,  you  do  not  need  the  fitness  necessary  for 
members  of  Bill  Hess's  football  team  or  Jim  Snyder's  basket- 
ball team,  but  everyone  does  need  adequate  physical  fitness 
to  meet  the  demands  placed  on  his  body  by  his  work,  by 
his  way  of  life  and  by  the  necessity  to  meet  emergency  situa- 
tions. 

Evenone  within  the  limits  imposed  by  heredity  and  any 
defonnities,  illnesses,  or  organic  weakness  can  have  a  body 
that  will  enable  him  to  live  most  and  sen'e  best.

r^HIO  UNIVERSITY'S  40th  Homecoming  Weekend  is 
^-^  history.  Probably  no  other  Homecoming  was  as  glori- 
ously celebrated  as  was  this  one  in  1962.  Few  alumni  need 
to  be  told  about  the  outcome  of  the  game  between  Ohio 
and  Miami — the  Bobcats  won,  12-6,  just  in  case  you  were 
in  Siberia  or  some  other  far  away  place  at  the  time. 

The  win  was  so  glorious  because  Miami  had  only  a 
week  before  conquered  ninth-ranked  Purdue  of  the  Big 
Ten.  It  was  the  ninth  straight  win  for  the  pre-season  title 
favorite  Redskins.  The  last  team  to  beat  them  was  Ohio, 
28-18,  in  1961.  And,  both  teams  were  entering  the  game 
undefeated. 

A  record-breaking  Peden  Stadium  standing-room-only 
crowd  of  near  16,000  witnessed  the  heart-throbbing  en- 
counter which  saw  four  field  goals  kicked  including  a  school 
and  Mid-American  Conference  record  boot  of  52  yards  by

These  figures  reflect  the  keen  anticipation  with  \shicli 
the  whole  Athens  and  university  community  looked  upon 
this  game  for  the  entire  week.  This  was  also  displayed  at 
tlie  Friday  night  Homecoming  Pe])  Rally  which  was  the 
"largest  I  have  ever  attended"  said  Coach  Bill  Hess.  It  was 
obvious  the  student  body  was  "fired  up"  for  THE  GAME 
and  if  the  team  was  the  same,  everything  would  be  fine. 
When  someone  asked  Hess  if  he  was  getting  the  team  "fired 
up",  he  remarked: 

"If  a  boy  on  an  Ohio  University  football  team  playing 
Miami  at  Ohio's  Homecoming,  with  both  teams  unde- 
feated and  Miami  having  just  conquered  Purdue,  cannot 
get  up  for  the  game,  then  he  must  have  icewater  flowing 
through  his  veins." 

Adding  to  the  happiness  of  the  entire  weekend  was  the 
weather.  While  many  other  games  in  the  Midwest  were 
jjlayed  in  the  rain,  Ohio  was  blessed  with  sunny  skies  and 
mild  temperatures,  both  for  the  morning  float  parade  and 
the  game. 

So  Homecoming — 1962  will  be  long  remembered  in  the 
hearts  of  all  who  witnessed  the  colorful  festivities. 

Leading  up  to  the  great  weekend,  however,  and  not  to 
be  overlooked,  is  the  outstanding  record  compiled  by  all 
tlie  fall  sports  teams  at  Ohio  University,  through  October 
20th. 

Cross-Country  Picture  Brightens 

Until  the  Notre  Dame  Invitational  cross  coimtr^-  meet 
on  Friday,  Oct.  19,  Ohio's  varsity  football,  freshman  foot- 
ball, varsity  soccer  and  varsity  cross  country  teams  were 
all  undefeated.  Stan  Huntsman's  cross  countiy  team  finished 
second  in  an  11 -team  meet  at  South  Bend  with  Western 
Michigan  the  only  team  to  best  the  Bobcats.  Up  to  then 
Ohio  has  been  rolling  easily  over  such  opponents  as  Indiana, 
Pittsburgh,  Michigan  State,  Ohio  State,  Central  State  and 
West  Virginia,  all  recognized  as  better  than  average  cross 
coimtiy  teams. 

Top  runner  on  the  team  has  been  Captain  Ray  Flem- 
ing, the  only  senior  to  score  points  so  far.  He  is  from  Akron 
Garfield  and  a  3.6-student  in  physics.  Others  who  have 
aided  the  team  immensely  are  juniors  Bill  Heller  from 
Tallmadge  and  Darnell  Mitchell,  Cleveland;  and  sopho- 
mores Bob  Breyer,  .\kron  North,  and  Mike  Hirsch,  Akron 
Buchtel. 
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BOB  BABBITT,  senior  quarterback 
(rom  Bexley,  had  completed  24  o( 
42  passes  lor  425  yards  and  live 
touchdowns  through  the  lirst  live 
games.  His  outstanding  perlorm- 
ance  came  when  he  completed 
eight  ol  12  passes  lor  two  touch- 
downs in  the  linol  3:52  minutes  to 
pull  the  Dayton  game  out  ol  the 
lire,   27-25. 


Ke)  lo  tlie  season,  of  course,  will  be  the  Mid-American 
Meet  at  Oxford,  Saturday,  Nov.  10. 

Of  course,  the  varsity  footballers  had  a  five-game  win- 
ning streak  going  after  the  Miami  win.  Even  though  the 
opposition  gained  more  yards  and  made  more  first  downs 
in  four  of  the  games,  Ohio  won.  These  were  against  Kent 
State,  21-0;  Dayton,  27-25;  Xavier,  20-6,  and  Miami.  Only 
in  the  Toledo  opener,  which  the  Bobcats  won,  31-0,  did 
Ohio  win  the  battle  of  statistics,  also.  But  as  Bill  Hess  com- 
ments, "the  big  statistic  is  that  one  up  on  the  scoreboard 
which  tells  the  final  score." 

Next  key  game  for  the  varsity,  of  course,  is  the  one  with 
Bowling  Green  there,  November  10.  In  the  meantime,  Bowl- 
ing Green  and  Miami  met  at  Oxford,  Oct.  27,  at  the  Red- 
skins' Homecoming.  If  Miami  were  to  bounce  back  from 
the  Ohio  loss  to  defeat  Bowling  Green,  as  they  did  last  year, 
it  would  make  Ohio's  position  better  for  the  conference 
title. 

Ohio  played  Buffalo,  at  Buflalo,  N.  Y., — and  included  a 
side  trip  to  Niagara  Falls — and  Marshall  on  Dads'  Day  here 
before  the  pivotal  game  with  Bowling  Green. 

Soccer  Squad   Successful 

Not  to  be  overlooked  in  the  success  of  Ohio  teams  this 
fall  is  John  McComb's  soccer  team.  Only  a  varsity  sport 
since  1956,  soccer  has  grown  fast  here,  both  in  participa- 
tion and  fan  interest.  This  year  the  team  is  one  of  the  chief 
contenders  for  the  Ohio  College  Soccer  Association  title. 

Top  game  coming  up  for  this  coveted  reward  will  be 
when  defending  champion  Akron  meets  the  Bobcats  here 
on  Saturday,  Nov.  10. 

In  the  meantime,  through  Oct.  19,  the  soccer  team  had 
won  si.x  games  and  tied  one  in  seven  starts. 

They  tied  Pittsburgh,  2-2,  in  the  season  opener  at  Pitts- 
burgh. They  won  by  forfeit  over  Dayton,  and  then  defeated 
in  succession,  Oberlin  2-1,  Ohio  Wesleyan  3-1,  Slippery 
Rock  (Pa.)  4-1,  Ohio  State  3-1,  and  Wilmington  4-2.  They 
traveled  to  Kenyon  October  23  and  Michigan  State  Octo- 
ber 27  before  the  big  one  with  Akron. 

The  freshman  football  team,  coached  by  Dave  "Bucky"' 
Wagner,  quarterback  of  the  1960  national  champions,  had 
defeated  Marshall  20-6  and  Miami  6-0  before  hosting  West 
Virginia's  undefeated  freshmen  Friday,  Oct.  26.  Games  re- 


mained with  Dayton  there,  Thursday  night,  Nov.  1,  and 
Xavier  here,  Friday,  Nov.  9. 

The  Bobkittens  have  some  halfbacks  which  will  jjro- 
\  ido  the  varsity  in  the  future  with  needed  speed,  lacking 
ilic  past  two  seasons. 

The  win  over  Miami,  at  Oxford  the  day  before  the 
\arsities  met  at  Athens,  was  the  sixth  straight  game  between 
the  two  that  an  Ohio  University  freshman  team  has  not  been 
defeated  by  the  Miami  freshmen.  Since  1957  the  scores  have 
been  Ohio  20-7,  Ohio  16-6,  Ohio  24-0,  Ohio  ]2-Miami  12, 
Ohio  32-16  and  Ohio  6-0. 

And  the  seniors  on  Ohio's  varsity  have  never  lost  to  a 
Miami  team  in  four  years.  Perhaps  the  post-war  drouth  f)f 
15  victory-less  years  with  Miami  is  over.  Let's  hope  so.

Ohio  Goes  Deutsche

A  RMED  WITH  DETERMINATION  and  a  mighty  long 

name,  a  group  of  Ohio  University  students  this  summer 
petitioned  the  State  of  Ohio  for,  and  was  granted  a  charter 
forming  a  unique  legal  coi-poration. 

Formal  name  is  The  Ohio  University  German  Language 
House,  Inc.,  and  it  was  established  for  the  purpose  of  "speak- 
ing German  in  a  fraternal,  scholastic  and  cultural  atmos- 
phere." 

The  Language  House  (or  O.U.G.L.H.,  ING.,  as  it  is 
fondly  called  by  those  near  and  dear  to  it)  is  the  first  non- 
University,  non-Greek  housing  unit  ever  to  operate  within 
the  confines  of  the  University. 

The  O.U.G.L.H.,  INC.,  boys  have  contracted  to  lease 
the  residence  at  15  North  Congress  St.  with  an  option  to  bu)- 
the  property.  University  administrators  believe  that  this  is 
the  only  student  owned  and  organized  language  house  in  the 
United  States. 

The  University  has  participated  only  to  the  limits  of 
guidance  and  direction.  The  fellows  themselves  hired  a  law- 
yer who  helped  them  get  established  in  the  proceedings 
surrounding  house-buying. 

The  residents  of  the  Language  House  all  are  full  time 
students,  and  as  such  have  the  same  status  as  residents  of 


University  cottages.  However,  they  manage  their  own  finan- 
cial and  legal  affairs. 

There  is  no  danger  that  the  residents  of  O.U.G.L.H., 
Inc.,  will  become  involved  with  the  pro-Nazi  group  flourish- 
ing in  the  East.  "The  14  young  men  who  have  carried  out 
this  plan  are  better  than  average  students  who  simply  share 
a  burning  desire  to  "sprechen  sie  deutsch'  better,"  stated 
Gerald  Work,  assistant  dean  of  men. 

According  to  Steve  Levy,  president  of  O.U.G.L.H., 
INC.,  the  house  committee  has  established  a  demerit  system 
to  "punish"  those  who  temporarily  forget  the  purpose  for 
which  the  house  was  founded.  Gennan  must  be  spoken  in 
all  areas  of  the  house  except  private  rooms.  Failure  to  do 
this  may  mean  a  little  housework,  Levy  hinted. 

Of  the  14  fellows  living  in  the  German  Language  House 
this  fall,  only  three  speak  the  language  fluently.  But  the 
others  either  have  taken  or  are  taking  Gemran. 

The  scope  of  The  Ohio  University  Gennan  Language 
House,  Inc.,  is  not  limited.  It  was  initiated  through  real 
student  interest,  and  it  can  only  prosper  through  real  stu- 
dent interest.  The  students  are  the  core  and  they  will  deter- 
mine success.
